RASPBERRY "JELL” 

(Serves 6; uses X pkg.) 

1 envelope Knox 2 heaping table- 
Gelatine spoons rasp- 

Vi cup cold water berry jam 

1M cups hot water (or jelly) 

4 tablespoons 3 tablespoons 
sugar lemon juice 

% teaspoon salt 

Soften gelatine in cold water. Add 
sugar, salt, raspberry jam and hot 
water and stir until dissolved. (If jelly 
is used, dissolve over hot water before 
adding.) Then add lemon juice and, 
if jam is used, strain to remove seeds. 
Pour into mold that has been rinsed 
in cold water and chill. (If more colour 
is desired, a little vegetable colour 
may be added.) Serve, if desired, with 


a meringue sauce or thin cream. 
Note: strawberry, grape, blackberry 
or any other jam, jelly or marmalade 
may be used.
